Duke of Kent Killed 
In Airplane Crash 


LONDON, Aug. 
26 
The Duke of 
Kent, youngest brother of King George 
VI., was killed yesterday in the crash 
of a Sunderland flying boat in North­ 
ern Scotland while en route to Iceland 
on active service as air commodore, 
The entire crew on the wartime mis­ 
sion died w'ith him 
The Duke died on an official MAF 
business trip in his capacity of jasper 
tor general of the air force. 
A brief 
announcement from tile Air Ministry 
gave no details of the clash, and of 
final 
circles 
maintained 
a 
strict 
silence. 
The most air-minded of all the royal 
family, the Duke was closely associ­ 
ated with the MAF and was frequently 
seen at fighter and bomber stations 
conversing with the men 
He always 
wore his uniform of an MAF offieei 
His was the first death of a member 
of the British royal family in an ait 
plane accident 
King George and Queen Elizabeth, 
the Queen Mother
